FLAMES CONTROLLED AFTER A 


LOSS OF $300,000. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 89.—Six fire- 


aren injured, 'two eight-atory build- 
ings fclmost completely destroyed, a 
number of others sligMly damaged 
and a property loss estimated it 
$300,000, is the result of a fire on 
Libar-fcy street, which raged fiercely 
for seven 'hours. The injured wer«:

About 1:30 o'clock this anointing 


flames were discovered issuiag from 
the building, No. 910 Libexity street, 
^occupied by tihe DeNoon Bros.' Faint 
and Vornisih company. Owing to the 
combustible nature of the stock, the 
fire spread rapidly and soon the ad- 
joining building, occupied iby Stew- 
art Bros., dealers in rubber goads, 
was also in flames. As tbhe fire spread 
there were frequent explosions and 
•about 2 o'clock, when /the flame's ap- 
peared to be succumbing (to tihe ef- 
fort® of fbhe firemen, itfhe-re was an 
explosion that shook 'the .building- 
•and shot the flames far out over Lib- 
ei ty street. 
Five firemen were 


caught (and 'badly burned about the 
(hands and scorched about ifche face. 
They were at oncte taken to the 
Homeopathic hospital and later re- 


" moved to their homes. Their injuries 
axe not regainded <a$ serloius. 


Meanwhile the sonoke and odor 


f lom -the burning rubber, onixed with 
painits, oil (and 'benzine, nearly 
stifled the firemen and made it almost 
impossible for them to gat at the 
Ibla^e, but tfhey /worked .heroically 
and about 8 o'clock this onornin^ had 
the fire tinder control. 
Boith. build- 


ings were gutted and S. Ewart's 
wholesale grocery, adjoining on the 
oast, was -badly damaged. Speer 
Hollar's furniture store, A. C. 
hat dealer, and J. J. Potto, millinery 
supplies, on Peoitn avenue, suffered 
considerably by -smoke arid water.

Perico Delgado is under arrest, ac- 
cording to a World •'dispatch from 
Havana, charged with having as- 
sasskiated Atftonio 'Afoosta, a nephew 
of Col. Baldomoro Acosta. The ar- 
rest has caused a profound sensation, 
as General Delgado ds one of Jthe best 
known Cubans. He commanded "the 
Cuban sharpshooters nrho operated 
against Weyler's 'black Spanish gue- 
rillas in -the tete revolution. He is 
now an officer of the Cuban rural 
guard. 


General Delgado's trial promises 


to be sensational, as there has been 
much mystery surrounding the dis- 
appearance of young Acosta from ihis 
home six weeks ago. It is said that 
Col. Acosta, the young man's uncle, 
obtained private information that his 
nephew was seized by guards under 
Delgado's direction -and ufterward 
was seen -taken from the police sta- 
tion at night handcuffed and between 
two of Delgado's men. 


Young Acosta was aide-de-camp to 


General Delgado during the recent 
war and for a long time was his con- 
fidential secretary. 
Not long ago 


charges were .made against Delgado 
by a number of cattle owners, in 
connection with the operation of cat- 
tle theives.

A WEALTHY MAN'S, SUICIDE 


A. M. ROTHSCHILD, OF CHICAGO, 


KILLS HIMSELF. 


Pounder of Great Department Store, 


Takes His Life During a Fit 


of Insanity. 


Chicago, July 80.— A. M. Roths- 


child, the well known millionaire, 
who until recently controlled one of 
the largest department stores of Chi- 
cago, killed himself yesterday at his 
home, 
Thirty-seventh 
court 
and 


Michigan avenue. 
While suffering 


from an, a:fctack of temporary insan- 
ity, brought about by acute in- 
somnia, he sliot himself through the 
head, dying almost instantly. Al- 
. though he had been in ill henlth for 
seveial months, his family was not 
worried by his mental condition, and 
no watch was kept 
on his move- 


ments. Mr, Rothschild ate luncheon 
with the members of his fn-mily early 
yesterday afternoon and seemed to 
be in the usual sph'us. Immediately 
after leaving the table he went to 
the bath iocm 
and fired 'the fatal 


shot. The report of the shot, which 
sent, it bullet crashing through his 
forehead, alarmed the servants, who 
rushed-to Hie room. They found tho 
millionaire still breathing, but he 
died -within a few minutes. 


RETIRED FROM BUSINESS. 
Mr. Rothschild retired from, the 


management of the 'big department 
store a-t S-tate and Van Buren streets, 
about two months ago on account of 
ill health. A constitution ordinarily 
robust had been shattered in build- 
ing up the business since its opening, 
seven years ago.

him and the principal owner of the 
store was Nelson Morris, his father- 
in-law. 


•Mr. Rothschild was born in the lit- 


tle German village of Hordstetten, 
fifty-seven years ago. When a chiild 
of five years he came to America and 
•while in his teens went to Daven- 
port, la. With his two brothers lie 
established a general store. In 18T5 
he came 'to Chicago and immediately 
began 'making -a reputation, for him-
